Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election without traverse of species IV, claims 44 and 1 1 0-1 1 2 in 
Paper No. 18 are acknowledged. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 44 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wewetzer 
(Des. 106,074). Wewetzer discloses a container for storing an item comprising of: a first 
container portion having a side wall that defines an interior space; a second container 
portion defining an interior space that is configured to store a writing instrument, the 
second container portion being positioned on the sidewall of the first container portion; 
the first container portion having a closure attached thereto by a hinge, the closure 
being movable between a position closed on the container and an open position 
permitting access to the interior space wherein the closure is provided with a timepiece 
in which is visible on a side of the closure facing the interior space, the timepiece being 
visible when the closure is in the open position. See Figure 1 embodiment attached as 
appendix A. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



4. Claims 110-112 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 



5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Shown are containers analogous to applicant's instant invention.
